MINERS’ WELFARE FUND: 
ALLOCATIONS. 


The Committee appointed by the Secretary for 
Mines to allocate the Fund constituted under 
Section 20 of the Mining Industry Act, 1920, held 
a meeting on 28th February, under the chairmanship 
of Viseount Chelmsford, at which the first alloeca- 
tions of money from the Fund were made. Amone 
tne grants voted were £12,000 to provide for impor- 
tant research work in connection with (a) miners’ 
safety lamps, both flame and electric; and () coal 
dust dangers; also the preparation of abstracts of re- 
search data both in this country and abroad. 
The sum of £1,000 was voted towards research in 
connection with the control of atmospheric con- 
ditions in deep and hot mines. All these research 
activities will be carried on under the supervision of 
the Mines Department. 

A grant of £3,000 was made, at the recom- 
mendation of the Joint Welfare Committee of Coal- 
owners and Workmen for the Warwickshire District, 
towards the provision of additional lecture-room and 
laboratory eecommodation at the Nuneaton Couniv 
Mining School, where the existing premises are 
proving quite inadequate for the rapidly increasing’ 
numbers of miner students. 

On the recommendation of the Joint Welfare 
Committee for the Forest of Dean District, various 
smaller grants were made in aid of local recreational 
schemes, such as the- equipping and laying out ot 
ericket and football grounds, howling greens, ete.

DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE, 
BRITISH TRADE WITIL SWITZERLAND, 


From the Swiss Legation in Tondon has heey 
received a book of 275 pages entitled ‘* Tees 
Relations Economique entre la Grande-Bretagne et 
la Suisse dans le Passé et le Présent,’’ by William 
Waldvogel. . 

The purpose of the volume is to give a comprehen- 
sive description of the origin and development and 
to show the present importance and future scope of 
Anglo-Swiss trade. 

The author traces these relations from as far back 
as the sixteenth century to the present day. As he 
points out, however, it was after 1850 that the most 
important developments of trade between the two 
countries occurred, when the United Kingdom pyo- 
vided Switzerland with increasing quantities of raw 
materials—iron, steel, metal goods—in exchange 
for larger consignments of the products of the 
Swiss weaving, printing, and embroidery indus. 
tries. At the same time the United Kingdom be- 
came one of the best markets for Swiss. staple 
articies, such as silk stuffs and ribbons, embroidery, 
watches, chocolate, condensed milk, ete. 

During the war, in addition to the above, Swit- 
zervland provided the United Kingdom with aniline 
dyes, fine and pharmaceutie chemicals, and various 
ammunition constituents; but the sale of luxury 
articles was curtailed by the British import restric- 
tions. On the other hand, the United Kingdoin took 
an important share in providing Switzerland with 
many commodities which were formerly sold to her 
by Germany. 

The year 1919 witnessed the unusual fact that 
British exports to Switzerland greatly exceeded 
imports from that country. Since the trade boom of 
1920 general depression, which still prevails, has 
hampered Anglo-Swiss trade; however, the ex- 
change fluctuations in the currency of the two coun- 
tries have kept within reasonable limits, although 
the appreciation of the Swiss frane 1 terms of 
-terling has naturally affected Swiss exports. 

As the magnitude of Anglo-Swiss trade relations 
is not always realised, continues the author, it may 
he stated that imports into the United Kingdom 
from Switzerland in 1920 amounted in value to 
646,000,000 frs. (Swiss) while the value of exports 
to Switzerland from the United Kingdom totalled 
466,000,000. frs. 

The author also examines the New Swiss Customs 
Tariff and the recent British Dye Stuffs and Safe- 
cuarding of Industries Acts, and their probable 
effects on the future development of Anglo-Swiss 
trade. The economic relations of Switzerland with 
the British Dominions and Colonies are also con- 
sidered in the light of the most recent developments 
in commercial policy. The book contains numerous 
statistical tables, and gives the text of Treaties and 
a full list of the literature relating to the subject. 














EXHIBITION OF SCIENTIFIC 
INSTRUMENTS AT TORONTO. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Toronto has 
reported that, in connection with the meeting at 
the University of Toronto in December last of the 
American Association for the Advancement ot 
Science, some dozen United Kingdom manufac- 
turers of scientific instruments and appliances were 
represented at the Exhibition held concurrently 
with the meeting. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner considers that United 
Kingdom manufacturers would do well to partic 
pate in similar Exhibitions in future as such partl- 
cipation assists materially in bringing British goods 
to the attention of buyers in a market in which 
United States competition is such an important 
factor.

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WHOLESALE PRICES IN FEBRUARY. 








BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 

The general level of wholesale prices in l’ebruary 
hows a fall of 1:3 per cent. from the level of 
January, compared with a fall of 2°3 per cent. from 
December, 1921, to January, 1922. In each of the 
three food groups the February average is higher 
than the January average, an increase of 2°5 per 
cent. being shown in the general level for food. The 
five groups of industrial materials show an average 
price reduction of 3°4 per cent. in February, lower 
averages being recorded in each group with a not- 
able fall of 68 per cent. in the cotton group. The 
averages for the several groups and the general level 
in February are compared below with corresponding 
particulars for January and for a year earlier :—

Comparing the February averages for the various 
items included with food with those for January 
36 Increases and 11 decreases are shown, with no 
change in the averages for the other six items. 
Increases of 10 per cent. and over are recorded in 
11 cases, the largest being a rise of over 26 per cent. 
in the average quotation for New Zealand lamb and 
one of 22 per cent. in the average for American 
green bacon. Notable increases are also shown in 
wheat, flour, maize, mutton, butter, potatoes, 
unions, apples, and oranges. The decreases in food 
prices include three of 10 per cent. and over, the 
average for fish, which shows a reduction of 37 per 
cent., being the most considerable. 

In the monthly averages for industrial materials 
only 13 increases are shown, and all of these are 
within 5 per cent. of the January averages. here 
are 22 ifems in respect of which no change is 
recorded, and 62 for which the averages are lower 
than in January. The largest of these decreases is 
maniline oil with a fall of nearly 25 per cent. 
Important price movements are also shown in 
Derbyshire coal (small nuts), English lead, Keyp- 
tian cotton (raw), raw silk and rubber, in all of 
which reductions of between 10 per cent. and 15 
per cent. are recorded for the month. In the group 
relating to cotton the prices were lower in February 
than in January in respect of each item, and next to 
Egyptian raw cotton the principal movements were 
In Keyptian cotton yarns, 

The following figures afford a comparison of 
prices in February with those in earlier months, all 
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prices being expressed as percentages of the aver- 
ages for the year 1913. In a few cases, owing to the 
usual sources of information failing to provide 
uniform particulars, quotations from other sources 
have been substituted and the figures have, im some 
eases, undergone slight revision in consequence :—

NORWAY. 





DEFLATION AND TRADE DEPRESSION. 


Norway 1s suffering in the same way and from the 
same reasons as nearly every other country in the 
world. There is an adverse trade balance, an 
absence of demand for the products of her staple 
industries, depreciation of values, depression in the 
freight market and a heavy burden of taxation. 
Though not belligerents, neither Norway nor any 
other of the Seandinavian countries has been 
able to escape the consequences of a great war. 
Much has been done during the past twelve months 
to clear the way for better times when trade revives. 
Large quantities of old stocks have been realised, 
the currency has been steadily deflated, and the 
wages of labour have been in course of readjust- 
ment. One great difficulty is the need for import- 
ing many of the necessities of life and paying for 
them in a depreciated currency. This has main- 
tained the cost of living at a high level and has 
made wage reductions difficult to effect. 


AGRICULTURE AND FOREST'S. 


Although agricultural interests, being practically 
independent of the export trade, have hitherto re- 
mained comparatively immune from the effects of 
the prevailing depression, the prices of various 
kinds of produce, particularly milk, have fallen 
heavily during the last two or three months of 1921, 
and prospects for the coming vear are not con- 
sidered very good. Meat producers have derived 
vreat benefit from the exclusion of Danish meat. 
of which the importation is still prohibited owing 
to fear of infection with foot-and-mvuth disease, but 
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keen competition has been experienced from Danish 
butter and from imported cheese and vegetables. 

During the winter of 1920-1921 lumbering opera- 
tions were conducted on an unprecedented scale. 
The cellulose and woodpulp mills made very large 
purchases at an unusually early date in the autumn 
of 1920 and the forest owners, therefore, proceeded 
ereatly to increase their output, in the anticipation 
that the existing high prices would be maintained. 
(wing, however, to the slump in the timber trade, 
which rendered it impossible for the timber mills 
io pay the prices demanded, these expectations were 
disappointed, and, although the forest-owners took 
advantage of their contracts with the pulp-mills to 
deliver to them lumber of unusually large dimen- 
sions, they were nevertheless compelled to float 
great quantities for their own account. These con- 
signments have now been sold, but at greatly 
diminished rates. As the cellulose mills still hold 
sufficient stocks to last them for the next two years 
the production of lumber during the present winter 
is likely to be very small. 

FISHERIES. 

The difficulties under which the fishing industry 
laboured in 1920 have continued during the present 
year, and the distress in the fishing districts has 
remained acute, particularly in Kast Finmarken. 
The heavy fall in prices obtainable for fish products 
has not been counterbalanced by a corresponding 
reduction of the cost of gear, petroleum, ete., so 
that the fishermen have in general been unable to 
work at a profit, or even to cover expenses. ‘The 
market, especially for cured herrings, has, further, 
been depressed by the existence of old stocks for 
which it has been difficult to find buyers, and which 
have discouraged further curing. ‘The fishermen 
were, therefore, even when financially in a position 
io procure the necessary supplies, indisposed to take 
part in the fishing. In the case of the cod fisheries 
the catch is estimated at 39 million fish, which is 
slightly in excess of that of the last four years, 
but much less than in any year previous to 1917. 
Its value is placed at about 22 million kr., or about 
95 Ore per fish, as compared with about 45 million 
kr. (1°18 kr. per fish) in 1920 and about 48 million 
kr. (160 kr. per fish) in 1919. About 18,600,000 
fish were salted. Of the remainder scme was con- 
sumed in Norway but most was dried into stockfish. 

Norway’s cod fisheries, which are responsible 
iormally for about 60 per cent. of the total annual 
value of the fisheries, are regarded as the backbone 
of the fishing industry, and their success or failure 
is of vital interest to the coastal population, parti- 
cularly in the northern counties, which are prac- 
tically dependent upon them for their existence, 
This being so, it will be understood that the coun- 
try as a whole is deeply concerned in their welfare. 
It is not, therefore, surprising that the heavy duties 
now levied by Spain and Portugal upon Norwegian 
klipfish are regarded with dismay, since it is 
feared that Norway may permanently lose these 
markets to her competitors. The opinion is freely 
expressed that the Norwegian cod fisheries could 
scarcely survive such a blow, as it is considered im- 
possible to divert the trade to other countries. In 
the case of Portugal the duty renders Norwegian 
klipfish unsaleable. The situation is not yet quite 
so bad in Spain, where, largely owing to the depre- 
ciation of the krone, the present duty is not alto- 
gether prohibitive, and a fair rate of export to that 
country has been maintained. ‘To a suggestion that 
the curers should produce stockfish instead of klip- 
fish, it is answered that the market for stockfish is 
strictly Limited and is in fact already dominated by 
Norway. | | 

WHALING. 

The Norwegian whaling industry operated under 

very difficult conditions during 1921. Expenses 
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have been higher than ever before, while, at the 
same time, the heavy fall im the price of whale 
oil (from £90 to £31 5s. per ton this year) has 


entailed considerable loss in the case of several] 
companies. During the past season Noiwegian 


whaling operations have been conducted mainly 
irom South Georgia and South Shetland in the 
Antarctic seas. The fishing froin both these )ases 
was very good and all floating stations at South 
Shetland secured a full catch. Owing, however, ty 
ihe state of the market, 1t was necessary to store the 
oil on its arrival in Europe until, at last, in August, 
after long negotiations, it was found possible to sell 
the whole production of the companies operating in 
the South Atlantic to a group of British and Dutch 
purchasers at prices varying from £31 ds. per ton 
for qualities No. 0/1 to £19 5s. for No. 4, plus 
£1 10s. for delivery in barrels. In the case of the 
companies operating in the North Atlantic, when 
the time came to prepare for departure, in the 
spring of 1921, prospects were so bad, since the 1920 
eatch, which had not yet been disposed of, had in- 
volved great losses, that most companies preferred 
not to risk dispatching expeditions. In all 10 com- 
panies, with 37 whaling vessels, five land stations 
and seven floating stations, took part in the 
whaling. 


Thue DEMAND vroR FoREIGN GooDbs. 


The Commercial Secretary to IJL.M. Legation 
at Christiania (Mr. C. LL. Paus, C.B.E.), writes 
in his Report that the surfeit of textile goods, 
which strained the resources of wholesalers 
and retailers at the close of 1920, has con- 
tinued to depress the market during the past 
vear. Considerable quantities of these goods 
have been slowly realised, at vreat loss owing 
to the fall in prices, but stocks in the hands of 
wholesalers remain large, and dealers who run short 
of a particular class of goods prefer supplementing 
their stores from other dealers who have more than 
they require to purchasing from the manufacturer. 
The volume of import trade has therefore been 
extremely small. It has also in the main been 
secured by German firms. Norwegian mills are, 
however, stated to have done better business during 
the last few months, particularly in woollen goods 
of medium quality. It is now reported that German 
exporters have raised their prices and can accept no 
more orders at present. It is anticipated that an 
improvement will gradually assert itself next year 
in the demand for both cotton and woollen goods, 
especially the former, but prospects for British 
trade depend largely upon the exchange. 


The demand for machinery. machine tools and 
ether engineering requisites has remained very 
small throughout the year owing to industrial de- 
pression, and the largest orders on the market are 
placed for the account of the State or municipal- 
ities, who give preference wherever possible to 
Norwegian manufactures. Importers of this class 
of goods still hold considerable stocks of current 
articles, such as small tools, carbon and high-speed 
steel and, to some extent, machine tools imported 
from the United Kingdom and the United States, 
which, having been paid for at a time when the 
Norwegian currency was nearer parity, could not 
now be purchased from the same sources at the same 
cost in kroner, in spite of the fall in prices. In 
this case, too, dealers have supplemented from each 
other their failing stocks of various commodities. 
It is, however, reported that the realisation of such 
stocks has been delayed owing to the presence ot 
cheaper articles imported from Germany, and that 
dealers have cut prices so heavily in competition 
with each other as to leave little or no margin for 
working expenses and taxes. The demand for 
British goods is stated to have fallen off very greatly 
owing to slow delivery and the abnormal rate of 
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exchange, so that only specialities, such as parti- 
cular kinds of steel and patent machines, which 


-annot be procured elsewhere, are now purchased in 
‘he United Kingdom. German exporters appear, 


hy virtue of their low prices, not only to have re- 
mained their former position in the market, but to 
g r 4 | 
have excluded all competition, although, during 
‘he earlier part of the vear, a good trade, which has 
now, however, diminished, 1s said to have been 
Jone from Austria. A large importer considers 
that, when the sterling exchange returns to a more 
normal level, British manufacturers will have little 
lifieultv in recovering their old trade m such com- 
modities as drills, files, serew-cutting — tools, 
wrenches, ete., Which have a good name in Norway, 
mut that they have little prospect of doing business 
in machinery unless they have improved upon pre- 
war patterns. 

The market for iron and steel and non-ferrous 
metals has been greatly reduced owing to industrial 
depression, and, to some extent, the existence of ola 
stocks of which the realisation entailed loss during’ 
the earlier part of the year. The principal portion 
of the small trade done in iron and steel has been 
secured by Germany, and the goods most in demand 
ave stated to have been joists and channels, steel 
bars and sheets. Owing to the low German prices, 
orders for goods which formerly were always pur- 
chased in the United Kinedom, e.g., galvanised 
corrugated and flat steel sheets, have been placed in 
Germany. There appears to be no immediate pro- 
spect of anproved demand, and purchasers are 
stated to be holding back im antteipation of an im- 
provement in the exchange and lower prices. 

In the case of crude metals, such as copper, tin, 
and antimony, the ereater part of the trade has as 
wsual fallen to British exporters, but a corsiderable 
proportion of the business in lead is stated to have 
been done by Germany. Germany has also sue- 
ceeded in capturing most of the business in manu- 
factured and semi-manufactured products, but it is 


leported that the German prices for brass and 
copper goods now exceed those offered from both 
France and the United Kingdom and that some 


trade is also beine done by Norwegian manufae- 
turers, No improvement in demand is at present 
anticipated, 

In the case of hardware the demand for new 
supplies has been, and still is, limited by the exist- 
ence of old stocks of both Norwegian and foreign 
Manufacture, purchased some years ago, which have 
heen realised but slowly on aceount of the prevail- 
lg depression, 

Owing to the uncertainty and eventual failure of 
the brisling fishery the demand for tinplates has 
been small. Norwegian tinplates appear to be 
olfered at prices which can compete with those of 
British manufacture: their quality is also apnar- 
ently good, but the industry is of such recent estab- 
Hishiient In Norway that it is difficult to eXPVess 2A 
vehnite opinion as to the merits of its produets.

ertilisers and seeds, better qualities than

demand for fertilisers and feeding stuffs is anti- 
cipated. It is reported that German firms are 
exerting themselves to regain their former trade in 
oil eake meal and have met with some success. The 
Government still retain their temporary monopoly 
of the import trade in grain and flour: the question 
of making the monopoly a permanent one remains 
undecided. 
Tarire Pouicy. 


There has for several years existed in Norwegian 
industrial circles a strong movement in faveur of a 
revision of the Customs Tariff, on the ground that 
the present duties, which are in most cases fixed 
on a weight basis, at eertain rates in kroner or 6re 
per kilogramme, and have remained unaltered since 
pefore the war, are no longer adequate to protect 
home industry, in view of the higher level of prices 
now ruling. Norwegian industry has also suffered, 
and still suffers severely, from the competition of 
countries whose currency 1s more depreciated than 
that of Norway, and particularly from German com- 
petition. Various nieasures have been proposed 
with a view to resioring the degree of protection 
originally accorded when the present Tarii was 
drawn up, but the State authorities have considered 
it necessary to proceed with ereat caution lest pre- 
cipitate or ill-advised action should contribute to 
maintain the high cost of living. 

The Norwegian Government concluded, in Sep- 
tember last, after long deliberation, that it was 
inpossible to recommend the Storting to increase 
the protection already afforded by existing Customs 
rates. It is possible that a different conclusion 
might have been arrived at but for the strong resist- 
ance opposed by the Agrarian Party to all proposals 
for imereased protection which did not equally 
benefit agricultural produce. It is of interest to 
note that the Ministry for Foreign Affairs were of 
opinion that discrimination against the products of 
countries with a depreciated curreney would not be 
compatible with most-favoured-nation treatment. 

This decision of the Government cannot, how- 
ever, be regarded as final, as the Storting, acting 
upon the advice of its Finance and Customs Com- 
mittee, has requested the Government to institute 
further enquiry into the question of protection, and, 
if necessary, to submit proposals to the new Stort- 
ing. In adopting this attitude the Storting appears 
to have been greatly influenced by the necessity of 
combating unemployment.

EGYPTIAN CONTRACT FOR BRITISH 
MANUFACTURERS. 

Tenders were recently invited by the Puble 
Works Ministry, Cairo, for the supply and instal- 
lation of pumping machinery at Atf, in Lower 
Keypt. This contract was open to manufacturers 
all over the world, and has now been adjudicated to 
the Associated British Manufacturers (Keypt), 
Limited, at a sum slightly over £KH.70,000. The 
contract was keenly competed for by Swiss, German, 
French, Dutch, and other manufacturers. 

The installation forms part of one of the largest 
pumping stations in Egypt, and the machinery and 
material to be supplied is all British. It consists 
of four Willans and Robinson (The English Elee- 
tric Company, Limited) Diesel engines, each direct 
coupled to a Gwynne pump. Each unit is capable 
of pumping 6°4 cubic metres of water per second. 
The electric power required is supplied by two 
Vickers-Petter semi-Diesel engines direct-coupled 
to the English Electric Company’s generators. The 
filtering plant is that of the Paterson Engineering 
Company, and the large sluice valves are supplied 
by Messrs. Glenfield and Kennedy. 





NEW ZEALAND REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 

According to the Statement prepared by the New 
Zealand Minister of Finance regarding the revenue 
and expenditure of the Dominion during the year 
ended Slst March, 1921, the former amounted to 
£34 260,962 as against an estimate of £27,712,700, 
and showed an increase of £8,179,622 over the pre- 
vious year’s receipts, Expenditure during the same 
period totalled £28,128,730, as against an estimate 
of £26,893.497, and was £4,546,806 in excess of 
that of 1919-20. 





AMALGAMATION OF SPANISH AND 
GERMAN INTERESTS. 

The amalgamation of the Spanish company, 
Aceros Electro Rapidos, of San Sebastian, with a 
(serman (Cologne) combine, has been reported from 
a local source to H.M. Consul-General at Barcelona. 

The Spanish company owns metallurgical and 
machinery works, while the German group is 
engaged in railway wagon and material construe- 
tion. 

The Spanish firm is stated to have secured con- 
iracts with the two largest railway companies in 
Spain for the repair of 200 wagons per month. 





FOREIGN TRADE CONVENTION AT 
PHILADELPHIA. 

The National Foreign Trade Council, India 
House, Hanover Square, New York City, extends to 
foreign business men, and to Americans doing busi- 
ness in foreign countries, a cordial invitation to 
attend the ninth National Foreign Trade Conven- 
tion, to be held in Philadelphia, Vennsylvania, 
from 10th to 12th May.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 
ROYAL VISIT TO THE WHITE CITY, 


Their Majesties the King and Queen visited the 
British Industries Fair at the White City op 
Thursday last and made a thorough tour of inspee. 
tion, which extended nearly two hours. 

On their arrival their Majesties were received by 
the Rt. Hon. Stanley Baldwin, M.P., President of 
the Board of Trade, Mrs. Baldwin, Sir Sydney 
Chapman, K.C.B., C.B.E. (Permanent Secretary {o 
the Board of Trade), Lady Chapman, Sir Philp 
Llovd-Greame, K.B.E., M.C., M.P. (Parliamentary 
Secretarv to the Department of Overseas Trade). 
Sir William and Lady Clark, K.C.S.1., C.M.G.. 
Colonel Cole, Sir W. Mitehell-Thomson, Bart,. 
K.B.E., M.P. (Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Board of Trade), My. EK. M. Archdale (Minister of 
Commerce for Northern IJrelend), Mr. Claude 
Taylor, and Mr. Ceeil Litchfield (Permanent Seere. 
tary to the Ministry of Commerce for Northern 
Ireland). 

Their Majesties, in order to cover as much ground 
as possible in the time at their disposal, made 
separate tours, the President of the Board of Trade 
conducting the King and Mr. Claude Taylor the 
(Jueen. 

A halt was made at the Overseas Buyers’ Club, 
where London and Birmingham members of. the 
Fair Committee were presented, together with the 
chairman and members of the British Hunyarian 
Chamber of Commerce, the Advisory Commiitee to 
the Department of Overseas Trade, and other 
organisations. 

Before leaving the Kine stated that he had 
visited each Fair that had been held and had 
noticed at each succeeding visit the substantial pro- 
eress which had been made. He felt sure that such 
exhibitions could do much to rehabilitate British 
trade. 











GOVERNMENT LUNCHEON. 

A luncheon was given at the British Industries 
Fair at the White City on Thursday last by the 
frovernment, which was attended by a large number 
of officials and foreign buyers. Mr. Stanley Bald- 
win, President of the Board of Trade, presided. 

Mr. Baldwin, proposing ‘‘ The British Industries Fair,” 
said that the Fair was closely linked up with the Overseas 
Trade Department, and he wished to say a word about that 
Department—a person who had been under sentence of 
death and had been reprieved must always be a subject of 
interest. One of his favourite poems was about Lazarus, 
and Sir Philip Lloyd-Greame represented Lazarus to-day— 
last week he was buried, and to-day he was alive. When 
he went to the Board of Trade he felt that he should like 
to see the Overseas Trade Department abolished. When he 
had been there six months and had seen the work of that 
Department he changed his mind. The Overseas Trade 
Department had justified its existence. It was no answer 
to him to say that it had made mistakes and that it had 
experimented on lines in certain directions which might not 
Jead to permanent results. It had been feeling its way to 
serve a great purpose, and when they remembered that 1 
had to carve out its own career, that the seas over which It 
had to sail were uncharted, and that much of its work had 


heen experimental, its achievements in the last few years | 


had been remarkable. He was profoundly thankful that the 
Government had decided that in respect to the Overseas 
Trade Department at least the report of the Geddes Com- 
mittee should be subject to revision, and that the Depart- 
ment was to be kept in being in the hope that when times 
were better it would be able to expand to a greater extent 
than was possible to-day. The Fair was doing a ereat work, 
and a visitor to it for the first time could not fail to be 
impressed by the fact that the people there were full of 
virility and full of the intention to maintain the posifer 
of this country in the industrial world. The future o! the 
Fair rested in their hands, but it appeared ta have the

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elements of permanence. All the support of the Govern- 
ment would, so far as he could promise, be theirs if they 
wanted it. If, however, they felt they could do the work 
hetter without the help of the Government, he did not mind 
by what agency 1t was done. 

‘Mr. P. Barringer, speaking for the London Executive, 
said that the Fair was untrammelled by red tape, and cde- 
dared that any idea of discontinuing it in future years 
vould be a blow at the prestige of British trade abroad. 

Mr. H. O. Worrall, representing the Birmingham Section, 
suggested that the Government might be asked to grant a 
loan for the Fair, to be paid back in due course, in view of 
the fact that Leipzig and the other great Continental fairs 
were subsidised to the extent of many millions of marks. 
There was no truth in the rumour that the Birmingham 
fair was being held for the last time; on the contrary, 
they were determined that it should become a market cf 
such magnitude that no important buyer in any part of the 
world could afford to ignore it. 

Sir Philip Llovd-Greame, proposing ‘‘ Our Guests from 
Qverseas,’? said that the cordiality with which the resur- 
rection of the Overseas Trade Department had been received 
was due to the fact that they had tried to make it a real 
partner of the whole of the business community. He was 
grateful for the help every single section of business men 
had given to the co-adventure they were trying to carry 
through. Visitors from overseas would find that while 
prices had fallen since the last Fair, the quality had not 
changed. 

The Belgian Ambassador, responding, said it would be 
impossible to find a more remarkable display of British- 
made goods than they had at the Fair. He hoped that the 
Conference at Genoa would do much to re-establish commer- 
cial prosperity and aid international trade. 

The High Commissioner for Australia, who also re- 
sponded, said the Overseas Trade Department could be 
made to administer to the well-being of the Dominiens, andl 
whatever did that would react favourably on the people of 
this country. He congratulated Sir Philip Llovd-Greame 
on his happy resurrection; he had struck him as being a 
pretty lively corpse. He was a live wire who was destined 
to do things of benefit to the whole cominunity. He hoped 
that the prosperity of this country, which meant. the 
prosperity of the Dominions and of the whole world, would 
soon be re-established. He was going to Genoa with the 
hope that something would be done which would hght up 
the pathway that now seemed dark. 





BUSINESS AT THE FAIR. 


As a demonstration of the quality and in- 
dividuality, adaptability and vitality of British 
production, the Fair now open at the White City is 
even more reassuring than its forerunners. Asa 
harometer of British trade in the immediate future 
It gives confidence as distinet from mere optimism. 

The attendance of buyers is already several thou- 
sands above that of last year, and business through- 
out the Sections is not only better but distributed 
over a wider market. While most of the orders 
placed are naturally for the home trade, substantial 
business has been done with buvers from the 
Dominions, the United States, Holland, Sean- 
dinavia, and South America. New accounts have 
been opened in a number of overseas markets, and 
the scores of samples orders booked must inevitably 
result In considerable repeat orders and an inereased 
realisation of British quality. 

_ Quality is the keynote of the Fair, but it is not 
In quality alone that the exhibitor can outstrip bis 
loreign rivals. His prices are competitive and he 
can guarantee delivery on contracted dates. 

dn certain lines of faney goods and semi-manu- 
lactured articles his prices are as much below those 
of the German as his quality is above. Throughout 
the Pair as a whole the reductions in price average 
about 30 per cent. below last vear’s. - 

A notable example of British progress is pro- 
aa oo exceptionally fine display in the 

emMical Section, Powders, ervstals, and glass 
wittles do not easily lend themselves to effective 
Srpition, wet it Is sana exaggeral lon to say tha! { his 

> as attractive trom adisplay point of view 
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as any in the Fair—and that is saying much. The 
Section is something of an artistic triumph, all the 
more creditable since it is the first oceasion on 
which the British chemical trade as a whole has 
Leen represented at any exhibition. Few of the 
firms showing have participated before. The results 
have on the whole been above expectation, and sub- 
stantial orders and new enquiries have been 
numerous. 

At the same time a very valuable service has been 
rendered to the vounger branches of the trade by 
the publhieity afforded by the lair. Exhibitors 
emphasise the fact that many consumers of chemicals 
in the Fair itself were hitherto unaware that the 
commodities they require were produced in the 
United Kingdom. The educational value of the 
Section is by no means its least important factor. 

The upward tendeney ts equally noticeable in the 
Leather Goods Section, where orders, though some- 
times small, have been numerous. The Section, 
which oceupies some 25,000 square feet of stand 
space, 1s thoroughly comprehensive and represen- 
tative, containing everything from ladies’ faney 
handbags to large trunks. Jn leathers also business 
is satisfactory and many promising enquiries have 
been received, chiefly from Canada, Australia, and 
the United States. Conditions throughout the 
leather trade are more stable than last year, and 
good business is expected as a result of the new 
accounts opened and the numerous sample orders for 
overseas. 

In the Stationery Section business is, on the 
whole, quiet, though there are signs that the pre- 
sent week will see a marked improvement. At the 
sume time individual exhibitors have done excep- 
{ionally eood business with home buvers, An 
optimistic tone prevails in the Sports Goods Seetton, 
where the exhibitors have handled a’ satisfactory 
volume of business and are looking forward to even 
better results this week.

TRADE WITTE THE UNITED STATES. 

ln 1920, the last vear for which detailed trade statistics 
are available, the imports of merchandise into Straits 
Settlements ports were valued at £124,216,437 against 
£96,664,092 in 1919, while exports of merchandise were 
valued at £102,536,406 against £99.318,324 in 1919. 

Of the total of £124,216,137, Malaya imported manuiac- 


tured goods from the United Kingdom to the value ei 
£18,334,400 against £6,385,050 in 1919, while there was 


exported to the United Kingdom Straits produce to. the 
value of £12.564,480 in 1920 against £15,845,900 in 1919. 

lt is interesting to place side by side with these figures 
the statistics of trade between British Malaya and the 
United States of America over a period of years, as shown 
in the following table :——

It should be stated that the United States is the best 
customer for tin and rubber, the chief products of Malaya, 
purchasing the former to the value of £8,527,700, and 
rubber to the value of £23.567,600 in 192QG, as compared with 
United Kingdom purchases valued at £4,006, S500 and 
£4,725,700 respectively. [These values are, of course, 
affected by market prices ruling for tin and rubber, and 
are no indication of quantities taken by the respective 
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Details of the principal imports from and exports to the 
United States reveal principally the extraordinary increase 
ynder the head of motor cars and accessories, viz., from 
£473,900 in 1919 to £1,473,720 in 1920. From the United 
Kingdom the imports of motor cars, motor cycles, parts and 
accessories were valued at €33,710 in 1919 and £338,100 in

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1920. 
According to the Report for 1920-21 of the Collector of 


Customs, imports into Malta during the calendar year 1920 
were valued at £1,595.580 more than during the official year 
ended 3lst March, 1920, while the increase in the value of 
exports and re-exports from Malta during the same period 
was £683,706. 

The fluctuations of the import trade during the last three

SHIPPING AND AGRICULTURE. 


We have received through the Commercial Secretary to 
H.M. Legation at Copenhagen (Mr. Richard Turner) an 
Keonomic Report for last year, which has beer published by 
the Danish Statistical Department. 

The falling off in the international exchange of goods, 
which Was a consequence of severe trade depression, affected 
shipping in the first instance. From information supplied 
to the Danish Statistical Department by the Danish Steam- 
ship Owners’ Association, it appears that the number of 
Danish steamships laid up culminated in June, 1921, with 
143, of 233,000 gross tons. Accordingly, during that month, 
of the whole of the Danish steam tonnage, about one-quarter 
of the ships and between one-half and one-third of the ton- 
lage was without employment. The following are the 
higures for each month of the year 1921 :—

It will be seen that the fall in freights to Scandinavia has 
been considerable. According to these figures treights for 
1921 may on the whole be estimated to have fallen to be- 
tween one-third and one-half of the rates obtaining in 1920 
In that year the Danish Mercantile Fleet earned in freights 
465 million kr. In respect of 1921 this amount should 
first of all be reduced to between one-third and one-half 
and the result again reduced, in view of the diminished em- 
plovment of the vessels, by perhaps one-third, so that for 
[921 the amount of freights earned may approximately he 
estimated to have reached 100 to 150 million kr., or perhaps 
very near the 1913 figure, which was a full L1O millon kr.

The Danish corn harvest as a whole (15 million double 
centner larger than in 1920) was satistactory, and roots 
respecting which, however, final results are not yet procur- 
able--have also presumably given quite satisfactory results 
inasmuch as the latest estimates indicate about a medium 
harvest. In so far as the production of the harvest 1s 
utilised as raw materials for home agricultural imdustry, 
the position is therefore not unfavouralble, the more sa since 
the prices of imported fodder stuffs have fallen consider- 
ably during the period from 1920 to L021.

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Tt will be seen that the quantities of bacon and cattle ex- 
ported have risen so considerably that the fall in the prices 
has been more than counterbalanced, the totai increase in 
the value received being about 26 million kr. for cattle 
und about 150 million kr. for bacon. Simultaneously 
with the rise in.the exports of bacon to more than double 
the quantity, the country’s stock of pigs, which even in 1919 
was as low as 0-7 million head, increased to 1-1 million in 
July, 1920, and to 1-4 million in July, 1921. The stock of 
cattle has also increased and was, cn the dates mentioned, 
2-2, 2-5, and 2-6 million head respectively, while the number 
of horses has fallen in the course of the last year, the figures 
being 558.000, 602,000, and 598,000 in L919, 1920, and 1921 
respectively. 

With the increase in the exports of bacon and butter 
there has naturally been an augmented import of fodder 
stuffs. These fodder stuffs have not only been utilised in 
the production of agricultural produce for export, but have 
also been apphed to the produce consumed on the home 
market. The quantity of the agricultural preduce dis- 
posed of on the home market was prebably somewhat less in 
1921 than in 1920, and in any case the profit from sales 1s 
considerably lessened by the fall in prices. If the home 
consumption of meat is estimated at about 70 million kilogs., 
of butter at about 20 million kilogs., and of bacon at about 
30 million kilogs., the fall in the prices of these three items 
accounts for a total decrease in the sale values from 1920 to 
192L of about 100 million kr., in addition to which there 
were also diminished receipts resulting from the fall in 
prices of potatoes, horses, corn, and for beet in the case of 
that section of agriculture which cultivates sugar beet. 

The general fall in prices has now affected the agricul- 
tural industry, and the monetary profit in that branch 
has greatly diminished. On the other hand, the rate of fall 
in the prices of agricultural produce was, until the last 
week in 1921, considerably slower than for other goods, and 
thus it is possible that the decreased receipts in respect of 
agriculture were compensated for, to no inconsiderable 
extent, by the fact that the prices of certain articles which 
the agricultural industry had to buy fell even more com- 
paratively than the prices of the articles the branch had to 
sell. This apphes, for example, to fodder stuffs, whereby 
the fall in the net earnings of agricultural produce was 
largely counteracted. It apples also to certain articles of 
consumption as a result of which the purchasing power 
of the money agriculture is relatively 
enhanced, It must, however, be remembered that the great- 
est danger attendant upon every form of preduction in a 
time of falling prices lies in the fact that raw and semi- 
manufactured materials appear in the finished article only 
a certain time after their purchase, and that the finished 
products may possibly have to compete with goods produced 
at lower working expenses. Such conditions specially 
affect animal produce, since the expenses of breeding 
in previous years prove to be too high in view of 
the new, and lower price of the product, and the tmmediate 
difficulties of the agricultural industry must be ascribed to 
such conditions. Further, the present price of the product 
will naturally only with difficulty be able to support the 
high rent of property which was purchased on the top of 
the market.

GERMANY. 





TRADE CONDITIONS IN BAVARTA. 
(rom ITM. Consul.) 
Monica. 

Industry has been living from hand to mouth, chiefly 
owing to the fact that the gas and electricity works and 
railways have had insufficient coal to allow of any calcula- 
tions for the future. This shortage has been due to a 
decrease in production, the deliveries to the Entente, and 
the inadequate supply of railway trucks, while, in addition, 
since Ist January, Bohemian coal has no longer been free 
from the coal tax. It has also been difficult to get coke, and 
the new coal prices and the new ceal tax represent serious 
charges. 

As regards communications the shortage of trucks and cf 
coal have caused a great accumulation of goods 1a the chief 
railway centres. The contemplated increase in railway 
freights and the possibility of a railway strike does not 
allow of the stability necessary to trade. The only bright 
spot, as far as communications are concerned, is the fact 
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that the money for the Rhine-Main-Danube Canal has heey 
successfully raised by public subscription. 

In the home and foreign markets, signs have not beep 
waiting that the boom is coming to an end. In Germany 
the purchasing power and the desire to purchase haye 
declined since excessive purchases were made in October. 
Also foreign markets appear to be satiated with German 
goods. At the same time, however, various individual jp. 
dustries have remained busy on old orders, hampered only 
by the lack of coal and raw materials, and some haye 
continued to receive further fair orders. 


Macuinery, Locomotive, anp Mevar INpusiRigs, ere. 


The machine industry has been actively employed on 
business placed during the last few months, which includes 
large orders for agricultural machinery from Eastern and 
South-Eastern Europe. Railway carriage and locomotive 
factories have remained engaged on old contracts and in 
some works fresh orders have been placed quite recently, 
Bicycles can hardly be obtained, even above market prices, 
because the whole output has been secured until the end of 
the spring. The cycle accessory business, on the other 
hand, has not been doing as well. 

In the iron and kindred industries a slight decrease in 
orders has been noticenble, which. however, is of little im- 
portance as the works are still fully employed, although a 
shortage of coal and of trucks has hampered activities, 
The general metal and metal-using industries, however, 
have been hardly able to cope with orders owing to these 
difficulties and have had to refuse new business. 

The toy industry at Nuremberg and Sonneberg has con- 
tinued fairly active, but fresh orders, especially for 
mechanical toys, have been smaller than for some months 
previously. 

CHEMICAL AND PoTTERy INDUSTRIES. 

The chemical industry, in spite of the lack of coal, has 
been well emploved, and the situation has been especially 
favourable as far as artificial manure and drugs have been 
concerned. The soap industry is encountering great diff- 
culties as regards the supplv of raw materials. 

In the important pottery industry in Upper Franconia 
and in the Upper Palatinate conditions have been somewhat 
irregular. The best demand has been maintained for china- 
ware, artistic porcelain, and some specialities used in the 
electro-technical trade, but the concerns making tiles and 
other articles used in the building trade have fcund busi- 
hess quieter; all concerns have suffered from lack of coal 
and raw materials. 

Kevect OF EXCHANGE UNCERTAINTY ON TEXTILE ‘TRADE. 

The constant changes in the exchange and the continued 
low value of the mark have severely affected the textile 
industry. Owing to these uncertain factors it has been 
dificult to procure raw materials. Current orders are be- 
ing executed, but new ones are only being booked relue- 
tantly and with caution. Weaving mills, especially, have 
been handicapped by slow deliveries, as against foreign 
mills, which have been able to execute orders quickly. The 
set-back which many experts have been expecting seems to 
be at hand. The price of yarn and the constant increases 
in overhead charges and wages have produced a cost ef 
production which in many cases makes it impossible for the 
German article to.compete with the foreign one. The idea 
to make good such disadvantages by amalgamation, so pro- 
minent a feature in other industries, has made some 
progress in the textile industry. 

The leather and leather-using industries have suffered 
from a constant increase in the cost of raw materials. The 
boot industry in the Palatinate and in Upper Franconia, 
which recently devoted most of its attention to foreign 
trade, has consequently suffered a slight loss of orders. 

Prospects for the future generally are not very bright. 
Industry and trade are menaced by the shortage of coal 
and raw materials, and the new freights, the demands for 
increased wages, and fresh taxation constitute grave 
problems.

THE BALANCE OF TRADE, 
(From the Commercial Secretary to HM. Legation.) 


BELGRADE. 
According to an article in ‘ Treoviuski Glasnik ” the 
‘alue of imports into Jugo-Slavia (Serb-Croat-Slovene 
State) during the first six months of last year was 
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9 93,525,548 dinars, as compared with 3,463,819,272 dinars 
‘1 the whole year 1920 and 2,982,067,276 dinars in tull year 
1919. 

Fioures of exports from Jugo-Slavia during the first ten 
months of 1921 were available at the time ot writing, and 
howed a total value of 1,902,121,877 dinars, as compared 
with 890,126,900 dinars in January-October, 1920, and 
1.290.606,055 dinars and 686,845,040 dinars respectively im 
the two full vears 1920 and 1919. 


Causes or tuk ApveERSE Trapt BALANCE. 


The trade balance is adverse, but the difference is gradu- 
ally diminishing. The principal factors which infiuence 1t 
are: —(L) The exhaustion during the war of stocks of im- 
ported goods; (2) the political insecurity of the country, 
which for a long time had no exactly-defined frontiers; (3) 
commercial policy, which was directed without well-defined 
principles and not supported by an appropriate financial 
policy; (4) The reconstruction policy and the assistance to 
production have not been successful, and sufficient energy 
has not been shown in establishing new taxes and collecting 
arrears: (5) the greatest obstacie to exterior commerce was 
and still is the precarious state of the ways of communica- 
tion. Exports consist mainly of agriculturai produce, of 
which the bulk is considerable, and imports of industrial 
products, which oceupy much less space. In consequence 
communications, bad as they are, assist importation to the 
detriment of exportation. The sea-going shipping 1s not 
vet organised in such a manner that it can come to the aid 
of foreign trade, and Danube shipping is insvfficient to 
meet export needs.

JAPAN (FORMOSA). 





PLANS TO INCREASE RICK PRODUCTION. 
(From the Aeting British Consul.) 
TAMSUT, 

The Formosan Government has recently been devoting 
much attention to bringing about an increase in the rice 
production of the Island as a part of the general plan for 
solving the food supply problem of Japan. 

The combined area of the first and second rice crops of 
21 was 1,240,567 acres, including both water and dry 
helds, and production is estimated at 24,625,184 bushels. 

A cradual increase from the year 1919 has been provided 
for, which is estimated to afford a total production of 
91,569,174 bushels by 1924, or rather more than double that 
of 1921. Of this production it is estimated that 28,360,382 
bushels will be available for export to Japan. 

At the end of 1919 the total area available for the culti- 
vation of water rice was 861,036 acres. By 1934 this acre- 
age is to be increased to 1,149,016, the additional 287,980 
acres being obtained (a) by irrigation works now in hand 
(chiel! among them being the large Kanden_ irrigation 
scheme in South Formosa), 142,780 acres, and (b) hy im- 
provement of land, 145.200 acres. It should be remembered 
that the area under discussion in this paragraph is the total 
available for water rice. Two crops are taken off the land 
but naturally the entire area is not planted in either case. 
In addition it is anticipated that an area of not less than 
48,000 acres will be obtained ky means of embankment 
works and the opening up of wild districts, but this acre- 
age has not heen taken into consideration owing to insuffi- 
Clent data. 

The total area of arable land in Formosa in 1919 was 
980,100 acres and this is to be increased hy 1934 to 1,066,421 
acres. The increased area of 86,321 acres is arrived at by 
the following calculation: —An estimated area of 287,765 
acres 1s to be brought under cultivation within the next 
fifty years, giving an annual increase of 5,755 acres. In 
addition, there are 4,835,126 acres suitable for cultivation 
in the wild districts, but this has not been taken into con- 
sideration. 
ee the above figures as basis it is estimated that hy 
Je le area available and planted with water rice will 
average 689,337 acres for the first crop, and 861,762 acres 
for the second, or a total of 1,551,099 acres. The difference 
In area between future first and second crops is due to the 
fact that, of the land being brought under cultivation by 
means of the Kanden irrigation scheme, only a smal! propor- 
tion will be available for first crop rice owing to the lack of 
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rain in South Formosa in the colder season. The dry rice 
area in 1934 is estimated at 122,621 acres. 

The next question is that of crops per acre. In the case 
of water fields this is estimated at 35°38 bushels for frst 
crops and 29-74 bushels for second crops in 1934. This yicld 
would be approximately 20 per cent. above present results 
and is to follow on measures now being taken to eliminate 
insect pests. Dry rice lands will only yield about as much 
as they do at present, that is, 11°49 bushels for first crops 
and 12°66 bushels for second crops.

As regards Island consumption and surplus available for 
export, the population in 1934 is put down at 4,133,562 (on 
the basis of the increase during the past five years) and the 
consumption of rice per head at 5°615 bushels, giving a 
total annual consumption of 23,208,792 bushels, and leaving 
a surplus for export of 28,360,382 bushels. 

These statistics are the result of official investigation 
carried out some months ago but only lately published. 
One interesting point is that it seems clear that the autho- 
rities have decided to abandon the policy of encouraging 
sugar cultivation at the expense of rice.

COSTS OF OPERATING SHIPPING, 1914 
AND 1921. 

In his recent address at the annual meeting of the 
Chamber of Shipping Sir William J. Noble gave the follow- 
ing figures showing the respective costs of operating: ship- 
ping in 1914 and 1921: 

“| have in my hand two comparisons of steamers—the 
one loading in Manchester and the other in Loidon— for 
the years 1914 and 1921.) In Manchester the expenses in- 
creased from £602 to £2,317—or nearly four times the pre- 
war figures. In London the respective figures were £282 
and £858... . Light dues, in both instances, increased 
nearly threefold Pilotage in both cases was nearly 
double. Towage increased respectively by 129 per 
cent. and by 175 per cent. Canal dues in the case of Man- 
chester increased by 228 per cent. Loading and iicidental 
charges in London increased from £172 to £428, and In 
Manchester irom €430 to £1.862; and you may take it 
that, speaking broadly, dock and harbour dues have 
advanced by at least 100 per cent. Coal, notwithstanding 
the great fall that has taken place, is still nearly double 
What it was before the war in home ports. These individual 
instances of increase are not exceptional. I have lad a 
comparison made of the total voyage disbursements of two 
similar steamers on exactly the same itinerary in IS/4 and 
i921. The pre-war figure is £3,281, and the recent cost 
£10,308—more than three times the former expenses 214 
per cent. increase, to be exact.

The agreement Is such as entirely to satisfy the Cemmittee 
of Llovd’s Register that the same high standard of adminis- 
trative and technical efficiency as is associated with the 
classification of Lloyd’s Register will be fully maintained in 
vessels holding the dual classification of Lloyd’s Register 
and the Registro Italiano; and no reduction of the staff of 
Llovd’s Register in Italv is being made. The agreement 
contemplates that each Institution will give every facility 
for the assignment of its classification to vessels classed by 
the other, provided that upon survey by the surveyors to the 
Institution whose class is being sought the standard of 
strength and security is ascertained to be not inferior to 
that required by its own rules. 

In order to obviate delays and inconvenience to ship- 
builders and shipowners, arrangements will be made as far as 
possible so that the surveys of the two Societies shall be held 
simultaneously and the surveyors of both Registers will he 
required to co-operate in entire harmony and to hold jointly 
the surveys which they will have to carry out. It should 
be added that the new agreement only deals with the cases 
of vessels which hold the dual classification of Lloyd's 
Register and the Registro Italiano.

NORWAY. 


A report from the British Legation at Christiania states 
that according to the Christiania press the Norwegian 
Cabinet, at a recent meeting, came to a decision with 
regard to the proposals to be put before the Storting in 
respect of the Budget for the operations of the State Rail- 
ways during the period 1922-1923. 

The income derived from the railways is estimated at 
about 106,659,000 kr. and the expenses at 120,512,000 kr. 
It is also proposed that a grant of about 42,000,000 kr. 
should be voted for constructional work on new railways 
and that a sum of 212,000 kr. be set apart for survey work. 


PALESTINE. 

Commencing from Ist February, 1922, the Palestine rail- 
ways will accept responsibility tor goods lost or damaged 
in transit by passenger and goods train under certain 
conditions. 


POLAND. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that, according to a communiqué issued by the 
Polish Ministry of Railways and published in the Official 
Gazette ‘‘ Monitor Polski,’’ No. 18, of 22nd January, the 
Polish railways again hold themselves responsibie tor losses 
or damage of goods in transit, as from Ist February, 1922. 

It is stated that as provision has not been made in the 
Railway Budget for carrying out this measure, it has been 
decided, in conjunction with the Ministries of Finance and 
Trade and Industry, to levy a special charge amounting to 
10 per cent. of the freight in cases of small consignments 
and of 5 per cent. in the case of tull wagon loads. 


STAM. 


The Railway Tariff book and By-Laws (December, 1921) 
of the Siamese State Railways have been received from 
H.M. Consulate-General, Bangkok. 

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

The following information has been received from H.M. 
Trade Commissioner at Singepore : — 

The accelerated through service between Penang and 
Bangkok came into operation on 2nd January, and the 
journey now takes 34 hours instead of, as hitherto, between 
two and a half to three days. At present the service will 
be a weekly one, there will be restaurant and sleeping-cars 
on the trains, and every up-to-date convenience for long- 
distance passenger traflic.

TRANSPORT OF AGRICULTURAL SEEDS. 
(From the Commercial Secretary to IM, Legation.) 
Warsaw. 


A communiqué published by the Ministry of Agriculture 


in the Official Gazette, ‘* Monitor Polski,’’ No 85, of 13th 


February, states that in order to ensure a speedy and cheap 
supply of seeds of the best quality for agricultural purposes, 
the Ministry of Agriculture has entered into an agreement 
with the Ministry of Railways regarding transportation 
facilities for these goods. 

lt has been agreed that from Ist March to 15th May and 
from Ist August to 20th September in each year consign- 
ments of seeds in lots not exceeding 300 kilogs. in the case 
of cereals and 100 kilogs. in the case of other seeds can be 
dispatched by mixed and passenger trains. Freight will be 
charged according to Class No. 1 of ordinary consignments, 
i.e., 10 marks per 100 kilogs. per 100 kilometres, plus an 
additional charge of 15 marks for every 100 kilogs.

AUSTRALIA. 


NEW SOUTH WALES MINING IN 1921. 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 








SYDNFY. 

According to a statement furnished by the Under-Secre- 
tary for Mines, up to the end of 1920 the mineral produc- 
tion of New South Wales had reached ai value cf 
£321,820,383. The value of the vield for the year 1920 was 
£11,411,462; the returns for the year 1921 are not vet 
available. 

Prosrects For Vartous MINERALS. 

The price of lead has increased, and if it be maintained 
silver, lead, and zine mining should be showing decided 
improvement early in 1922. Generally, there are already 
evidences of a return to more normal conditions. In the 
meantime attention has been given to new ideas in treat- 
ment plants. 

Copper mining is In a very unsatisfactory conditicn, and, 
until the price of the metal rises considerably, few of the 
mines will be able to produce. It is not that the ore bodies 
have become exhausted, but with the large stocks held in 
the United States and the prevailing high rate of exchange, 
which is hampering trade, the price remains low. At the 
same time operating costs are high, and any effective treat- 
ment scheme which would materially reduce the cost of 
production would be a boon to the industry. 

With regard to tin, although only a few of the dredges in 
the State have been worked during the year, the prospector 
and small producer have shown considerable activity, and a 
fair quantity of tin has been obtained from these sources. 
With an increase of about 15 per cent. in the price of tin 
the dredges and mines could again start active operations. 

CoaL: TRADE AND Propvuction, 

The coal trade during the first half of the vear 
was exceedingly brisk, but the second half has not 
evidenced the same activity. In 1920 the production 
amounted to 10,716,000 tons, the largest on record, but it 
scarcely looks as 1f that figure will be reached for 1921. 
Considering the extent, size, and quality of the coal seams 
in New South Wales, and the necessity for extracting its 
many by-products and establishing industries, a greater 
production might reasonably be expected, and if tull use 
could be made of it, it is not too much to say there could 
easily be an output of 15 million tons annually. During the 
year the Mines Department proved a valuable coal-bearing 
area in the Bargo district on the Southern railway line. 

Various sections of the mining industry, in common with 
other industries, which cannot pass on the increased cost of 
production, find it difficult to continue, especially while the 
metal market is depressed, but with the large depesits of 
various known mineral wealth being worked at all steadily 
the mining industry generally in New South Wales should 
continue to be a most valuable State asset. 





LD YIELD OF NEW SOUTH WALES IN 
1921. 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 
SYDNEY. 

A return furnished by we _Under-Secretary for Mines 
states that the gold vield of New South Wales in the year 
1921 amounted to 51,173 oz. pry valued at £217.370, us 
compared with 48,907 oz. fine, valued at £207,746, in 1920, 
which was, however, the lowest recorded since the first dis- 
covery of payable gold in Australia, in 1851. The increase 
of 2,266 oz. fine and £9,624 in value for the year is note- 
worthy, as this is the only Australian State which, on the 
available figures, will show an increase in the gold produc- 
tion, as compared with the previous year. 

The high water mark in this branch of the mining indus- 
try was reached in 1852, when the value of the yield 
amounted to £2,660,946, but this record was_ closely 
approached ten years later with a yield valued at 
£2,467,780. The million pounds mark was last reached in 
1907, since when there has been an almost continuous 
decline. 

The value of the yield is computed on the standard price 
of gold, but, in addition, substantial premiums are being 
obtained by the bulk of the producers from the Gold Pro- 
ducers’ Association as a result of overseas sales of new gold. 

The total amount of premium distributed from the incep- 
tion of the Association to 10th October, 1921, to the New 
South Wales members amounted to £126, 721.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


COTTON TRADE OF GALVESTON 
(rom H.M,. Consul.) 








GALVESTON, 

In the calendar year 1921 a total of 3,149,230 bales of 
cotton, worth 253,4: 56, 592 dols., were shipped from Galvyes. 
ton overseas. This represents an increase of 1,022,513 bales 
over the exports for 1920, when 2,126,717 bales were ex- 
ported. These totals do not include 14,280 bales of linters, 
valued at 239,749 dols. Most of this inferior staple went to 
Germany, always a leading user of linters in manufactur. 
ing processes. 

A survey of the cotton movement for 1921, viewed in the 
light of surrounding conditions, not only shows that the 
total exceeded early expectations, but offers encouragement 
for the immediate future. 

Contemplating the decline in receipts and exports which 
began the latter half of November, the conclusion was likely 
to be reached that Galveston’s cotton export trade would 
show a nos on the year. The opposite result, shown in g0 
pronounced a form, is attributable to a movement (seldom 
paralleled) in the summer and early autumn. Declining 
markets in the early summer brought a torrent of the 
staple to ship-side, producers showing an anxiety to sell 
before the bottom was reached. Summer shipments were, of 
course, last season’s crop, held by farmers or buyers at 
interior markets. 

A comparison of exports for May, June, July, and 
August of 1920 and 1921 respectively affords a sharp illus- 
tration of this tendency. They are shown in the following

Exports declined sharply in November and December. 
The market was on the up grade, a condition which never 
fails to slow up the movement, more of the staple being 
held for top prices. 

A considerable revival is now expected in the trade. This 
anticipation is based on several conditions. One is that the 
exchange situation has improved sharply during the past 
three weeks, enabling foreign buyers to purchase to greater 
advantage. Another is that European textile mills are 
running at a rate which must inevitably exhaust the supply 
of cotton in storage. Settlement of the Irish question and 
the success attendant on the Disarmament Conference also 
are looked upon as favourable indications. 

The most Lo mg factor in the cotton situation for the 
immediate future, is, however, the certainty that Japan 1s 
going to sustain, for at le: ast the next three months, a 
demand for Southern cotton shipped through Galveston. 
Within the past year the Far East has developed into an 
active customer. Enquiries among brokers indicate that 
Japanese buyers contemplate increasing their imports. A 
considerable volume, in fact, has already been hooked. 

Despite the mov ement of cotton to markets not hereto- 
fore developed, no foreign nation has threatened the 
supremacy of Great Britain as a consumer of American 
cotton. The October report of the Bureau of Customs 
statistics shows the number of bales shipped to each nation, 
and serves to illustrate the distribution of the exports:— 
Austria, 98; Belgium, 12,606; Denmark, 1,242; Finland, 
1.000; France, 76,169; Germany, 68,715; Italy, 33,132; 
Netherlands, 6,029; Portugal, 1,100; Spain, 24,950 ; Swit 
zerland, 451; Sweden, 6,941; United Kingdom, 186,499; 
China, 750; Japan, 48,840; Poland, 1,564.

EXPORT OF WORKS OF ART.

The ‘** Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for 19th February contains a 
Royal Decree, dated 16th February, which lays down Regu- 
lations regarding the export of these articles.

NEW TARIFF OF CONSULAR FEKS. 

The ‘** Gaceta de Madrid ” for 24th February contains a 
Royal Decree, dated 21st February, approving a new sche- 
dule of fees chargeable by Spanish Consuls for the certifi- 
cation of documents and for other services rendered by 
them, which is to be enforced previsionally from Ist April 
next. The new Schedule embodies a double scale of fees, 
entitled ‘ First Tariff’? and ‘‘ Second Tariff.””’. Except 
where otherwise stated, the rates of the ‘‘ First Tariff ’’ are 
to be applied in all European countries, in Asiatic countries 
bordering on the Black and Mediterranean Seas and _ in 
countries in Africa bordering on the Mediterranean and on 
the Atlantic as far as the Gulf of Guinea; and the ‘‘ Second 
Tariff’? is to be applied in all other countries. The fees 
prescribed are to be paid in the currency of the country 
concerned, at the par equivalent. 

The fees for Consular visé of manifests of cargo shipped to 
Spain are shown below, as also the fee for Consular visé of 
certilicates of origin for goods dispatched to Spain. The 
new tees for visé of manifest are, generally speaking, 
higher than those formerly in force under the Royal Decree 
of 1906. It may be mentioned that the new Schedule pre- 
scribes a fee of 5 pesetas (‘‘ First Tariff ’’) or 10 pesetas 
(‘Second Tariff ’’) for the visé of passenger lists and 
mantiests of aircraft leaving for Spain.

CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the India 
Office, a summary of the Budget Statement of the Govern- 
ment of India. The statement which was presented in the 
Indian Legislative Assembly by the Finance Member on Ist 
March, 1922, contains, inter alia, the following proposals for 
increased Customs duties on goods imported into British 
India, viz. :— 


BUDGET 


(1) Increase of general ad valorem duty from 11 per cent. 
to 15 per cent., the cotton excise duty being at the same 
time correspondingly increased from 35 per cent. to 75 per 
cent., with the object of taxing consumption of cotton 
voods in the present emergency, and not for the purpose ef 
counterbalancing the increase in the import duty. 

(2) Increase of duty on sugar from 15 per cent. to 25 per 
cent. 

(3) Imposition of a 5 per cent. duty on imported yarn. 

(4) Increase of duty on machinery, tron, steel, and rail- 
way material from 25 per cent. to 10 per cent. 

(5) Increase of duty by approximately 20 per cent. on 
alcoholic liquors excepting wines. 

(6) Increase of duty on matches from 12 annas to Rs. 14 
per gross of boxes. 

(7) Increase of duty on imported petroleum from 1) annas 
to 25 annas per gallon, with an Excise duty on Lidian-pro- 
duced kerosene of 1 anna per gallon. 

(8) Increase of duty on luxury articles from 20 per cent 
to 30 per cent. 


It is also proposed to increase the salt duty from Rs. 1} to 
Rs. 25 per maund (82 2/7 |b.).
